The examiner, referring to the Office communication, dated February 11, 2003, 
set out for the record an objection directed to the drawing and required applicant to 
respond to the objection in a separate paper.- 

The objection was two-fold. First, the examiner objected to all figures of the 
drawing indicating that the word "Figure" and the accompanying number were too small 
for clarity. Second, the examiner objected to Figures 4A - 4E for reason that the figures 
failed to illustrate the lamina of the wrap of the apparatus shown in section by "[p]roper 
cross-sectional hatching... to properly denote insulative and metallic materials in 
accordance with MPEP 608.02. . (emphasis in original). 



Attached is a copy of each of Figures 2, 3, 4A - 4E, 5 - 18, 19A - 19C, 20 - 25, 
26 A - 26G and 27A - 27B. Each of Figures 4A - 4E in addition to the enlargement both 

in presentment of the word "Figure" and the accompanying numeral to provide greater CO 



a cross-hatched state. The remaining figures, i.e., Figs. 2, 3, 5 - 18 and so forth present 
the word "Figure" and the accompanying number, in red, to provide figure numbers also 
of a size to provide greater clarity for review. 

A copy of Fig. 1 is not attached since the figure number appears to be presented 
with proper clarity for review. 

We trust that the examiner will agree that this response to the drawing objection 
and its proposed amendments address all issues presented so that the examiner is able to 
remove this ground of objection. 

Applicant will submit the formal drawing at a later date. The formal drawing will 
include all of the amendments that are agreed to by the examiner.
